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Report of Selectmen, Assessors and 
Overseers of the Poor 


To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Fairfield: 


We hereby submit our report for the fiscal year ending 
February 10, 1933. 


The year has been one of constant struggle to maintain 
financial balance. We have many times been hard pressed 
to get money. Taxes have been hard to collect and there is 
a large amount of uncollected taxes. Relief of the poor has 
been a tremendous problem. The expense of this depart- 
ment totals, net, $26,743.70 and we regret that there is no 
sign of material improvement in this situation. In spite of 
our efforts, there has been an increase of $1,773.70 in the 
net town debt. 


Road building has continued during the past year and 
15,638 feet, or nearly three miles of gravel road have been 
constructed ; in addition two miles of existing state aid road 
have been tarred. We also have commenced work against 
the white pine blister rust and have made considerable pro- 
egress, without expense to the town. 


It will be noticed that the financial report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, as printed herein has not received the 
approval of the town auditor. Approved totals will be found 
in the recapitulation sheet compiled by the Selectmen.

STATE AID ROAD 


During the past year the improvement of the Center Road 
was completed, and much work was done on the road from 
Fairfield Center to Oakland. Eleven thousand, two hundred 
and thirty-eight feet of gravel road were constructed on an 
eighteen foot rock base. The cost was $14,306.54, or slightly 
better than $1.27 per running foot. 

Mr. Harold S. Hoxie acted as foreman of construction. 

There are now only two unimproved places on our Three 
Town Act designation, namely (1) the Fish Brook Bridge, 
and (2) that part of the Oakland road nearest the Oak!and 
town line, which is a stretch of about 2300 feet. 

As the Fish Brook Bridge has a span of more than ten feet, 
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it may not be built out of state aid funds. It must be built at 
the joint expense of town, county, and state. Estimates by 
the State Highway Commission are that a cement bridge 
would cost $10,400.00, while a wooden bridge would cost 
$6,100.00. If a cement bridge were built, the cost to the 
town would be $4,680.00; a wooden bridge would cost the 
town $2,745.00. A bill has been introduced in the Legisla- 
ture asking aid for the town in constructing this bridge. 

The municipal officers have lately designated as State Aid 
Road that short piece which connects the State Highway 
with the Hinckley bridge. This road was straightened and 
rebuilt by the state last summer for use as a detour for the 
Bangor highway, and is in first class condition. If the state 
were to take over the burden of maintaining bridges on state 
aid roads, as is possible, the repair bills on the Hinckley 
bridge would be reduced to a minimum. 

We deplore the fact that abandonment. of state aid con- 
struction is being advocated.

THIRD CLASS ROAD 


During the past year our third class money was expended 
on the Ohio Hill Road. Thirty-six hundred feet of gravel 
road were constructed on a sixteen foot rock base. We were 
granted $3,352.32 for this construction. This sum was in- 
sufficient to complete the work on this road, and the Select- 
men asked for and were given permission to spend not ex- 
ceeding $500.00 of the 1933 third class money. Members of 
the crew, and users of the road contributed free labor, 
materials, and trucks, so that our allotment was exceeded 
by only $411.73. Later, permission was given to transfer 
from the Third Class Maintenance fund the sum of $200.00 
for construction purposes, so that only $211.78 of the 1933 
funds have been used. The actual costs of the road was 
$3,764.05, or slightly less than $1.05 per running foot. 


Mr. Harold S. Hoxie acted as foreman of construction. 


We have designated the Pung Hill road to Waterville, as 
the location for third class construction in 1933. 'The Ohio 
Hill road is now wholly improved.

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Report of Road Commissioner 


To the Citizens of the Town of Fairfield: 


I have acted as road commissioner for the past two years 
and I have improved the roads more with the amount of 
money I had to work with than has been done in the past 
few years. I have cleaned the ditches on all roads and 
hauled 3884 yards of gravel at a cost of $422.13 or an aver- 
age cost of less than eleven cents per yard, and put in a 
number of new culverts. 

I offer the following recommendations this year: 


1. That we continue to use calcium chloride for laying 
the dust, except on main traveled roads, where I would use 
tar. I consider that the town cannot afford to put tar on 
many roads. 


2. That we take advantage of all the State aid possible. 


3. That we continue to handle sewer maintenance under 
a separate appropriation. 


4. That we continue to cooperate with the State in snow 
removal. 


5. That the town limit the gross weight of trucks and 
cars traveling on the unimproved roads during the spring 
and fall.

To the Superintinding School Committee and Citizens of the 

Town of Fairfield: 

Ladies and Gentlemen:—lI hereby submit for your con- 
sideration a brief report of the condition and progress of 
your schools for the period ending February 10, 1938. 

The school census taken last April, numbered 2000 per- 
sons between the ages of five and twenty-one; 1062 boys and 
938 girls. Of this number 933 are attending the public 
schools of the town. 

Approximately 260 are attending the Parochial School, 
while a number are attending the schools at Good Will. 

In these days of economic ills we hear much of the high 
cost of all departments of government; especially the schools 
since the amounts raised by local taxation represent a large 
part of the total budget. 

The total amount raised by the town of Fairfield has in- 
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creased approximately $30,000.00 during the past five years, 
while the school budget has actually decreased in spite of a 
large increase in high school enrollment. 

School enrollments are constantly increasing throughout 
the country. With lack of employment for our adult popu- 
lation, school seems a better place for our youth than the 
streets. 

Due to our efficient organization school costs have been re- 
duced. Our high school costs per pupil are now more than 
25 per cent. below the State average. Transportation adds 
to the cost of the rural schools, but without such transporta- 
tion additional rural schools would be needed to care for the 
pupils living in rural communities. Further consolidations 
are practically impossible, considering the roads and the 
distances to be travelled. The transportation of the high 
school pupils from Covell, North Fairfield, and Fairfield 
Center is being paid for by the parents and does not mean 
an extra expense to the taxpayer. 

Repairs at South Grammar and Lawrence have been com- 
pleted. The cost of the new balcony at Lawrence was paid 
by the High School Athletic Association. A new roof must 
be added at Fairfield Center, and electric lights should be 
installed in both rooms. The cost would not be excessive. 
All other school buildings are in very fair condition. 

The cost of electric lights at Lawrence seems excessive 
but the location of corridors and some class-rooms renders 
it impossible to do without lights for a part of practically 
every day of the school year. 

Books and supplies represent a large item in the school 
budget, even though in most cases two groups of pupils are 
using one set of books. 

Instruction in manual training, domestic arts, physical 
training, and music cost less than instruction in other sub- 
jects and make possible the handling of large groups of 
pupils at a lower rate. 

The academic work of the schools continues to show im- 
provement. In common with other departments of local 
government during this period of deflation and re-adjust- 
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ment; schools must do their part; accepting their fair share 
of the reduction in these trying times: Every possible 
economy must be made. Out State School Fund will un- 
doubtedly be reduced 20% or nearly $3,000.00 for the com- 
ing year. 

Autos have made it necessary to expend large sums for 
road building. But children in ever increasing numbers 
knock at the doors of our schools; demanding their birth- 
right a better training for citizenship. 

May I quote from a recent speech of the President of our 
country at a conference of citizens held at the national 
capital. 

“Our nation faced the acute responsibility of providing a 
right of way for the American Child. In spite of our eco- 
nomic social and governmental difficulties, our future citizens 
must be built up now. We may delay other problems but 
we cannot delay the day-to-day care and instruction of our 
children. We must not incroach upon the schools or reduce 
the opportunity of the child through the school to develop 
adequate citizenship. 

There is no safety for our republic without the education 
of our youth. That is the first charge upon all citizens and 
local governments. The schools must be carried on.” 

We are confident that the citizens of Fairfield will con- 
tinue to support the entire educations program, from the 
first grade through the high school to the best of their 
ability to pay. : 

We, the grownups, not the children are responsible for our 
present economic ills. A better trained citizenship will 
solve our present and all future problems. America will 
find the way out.

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PRESENT ENROLLMENT BY GRADES AND BUILDINGS 
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Report of High School Principal 


Attention of Supt. W. H. Phinney: 


In conformity with prevalent practices conducive. to 
economy, this my second annual report, will be curtailed 
along with budgets and salaries. To print town reports 
costs several dollars per page—school reports make uninter- 
esting reading—hence I am assured that brevity in this in- 
stance will not be amiss. Any detailed information that 
may be desired regarding the school will be cheerfully forth- 
coming upon request. 

Rather than tabulate our enrolment by grades, as has been 
the tradition, I shall give you only the totals. Our present 
population this year at Lawrence is 452, an increase of 9.2% 
over the preceding year. We have 80 pupils eligible for 
graduation, an increase of 35.6% over 1932, and 150% 
greater than 1928. 

Attendance, as well as the matter of tardiness, has shown 
marked improvement this year, showing I believe either 
better cooperation of parents or more serious minded effort 
on the part of our pupils, or both. Absences are always 
costly to the child, and chronic tardiness begins the inculca- 
tion of an extremely bad habit. 

For an impartial, if not disinterested, discussion of the 
modern six year school in general and the Lawrence High 
School in particular, I should like to refer you to pages 55-58 
of the recently published biennial report of the Commis- 
‘sioner of Education. This report, being already in print, 
may be obtained without cost from the Department of Edu- 
eation, Augusta. 

In spite of the small percentage of our graduates entering 
college (9% last year) Lawrence has maintained its college 
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entrance privileges—no school in Maine having greater 
privileges of college certification. 

Through the diversification of subjects offered, the bulk 
of our pupils whose schooling will end with high school are 
being retained and benefitted accordingly, as evidenced by 
the small mortality in every grade. A well balanced pro- 
gram of so called extra-curricular activities is maintained 
affording an opportunity for each pupil to participate in 
some phase of this important component of his school life. 

An audit by the Town Auditor of the student accounts 
were made last fall. A member of the faculty this year has 
been acting as school treasurer in view of the comparatively 
large amounts of money coming from the various school 
organizations. 

In conclusion I should like to express my appreciation of 
the cooperation shown by parents, faculty, and administra- 
tion in their contribution to an efficient and smoothly run- 
ning school year thus far; and to stress the necessity for 
continued cooperation between home and school to reap the 
greatest educational advantages for the child.
